The situa- 
tion will become clearer during the 
next few months, and in the meanwhile 
the Irish farmer will have much cause lor 
anxiety, but no cause for panic. Yester- 
day’s division, however, has an immediate 
moral not only for our farmers, but for 
our Irish Governments and for the whole 
country. Ireland has become the mistress 
of her own destinies. The embargo has not 
gone because of any sudden discovery that 
it was a stigma on Canadian cattle or 
that its removal would cheapen the price 
of meat in England. It has gone because 
Ireland, having ceased to be a partner 
in a United Kingdom, must stand hence- 
forward on her own feet. She has 
surrendered her large and influential 
representation in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. To-day she has equal rights with 
Canada, but she has lost the right to be 
favoured at Canada’s expense. We are 
not arguing that her choice was wrong: 
we are merely urging upon her the wisdom 
and necessity of shaping her new policy 
on a full recognition of facts. 

Indeed, the instant recognition of these 
facts is a matter of almost desperate 
urgency... Ireland begins her career of 
self-government with a variety of assets— 
her great cities, the fertility of her soil, 
her children’s capacity, proved amply in 
other lands, for hard work and construc- 
tive statesmanship. In future evéry one 
of these assets which she chooses to injure 
must be repaired at her own cost. For 
every abuse or misusé of her spiritual 
and intellectual powers she herself—and 
nobody else—must pay the penalty. At 
this moment, instead of ,conserving our 
national resources, we are wasting them. 
There can be no excuse for the leaders 
of the present war on Ireland; but we 
are 
lending themselves to the hateful work 
in a sort of hallucination, It is not easy 
to get rid of an ingrained habit of mind. 
Hitherto, when some special trouble has 
afflicted this country, the relief of suffer- 
ing and compensation for loss have put 
no speciai burden on the Irish people. 
They came from an Imperial Exchequer 
to which Ireland had paid her apportioned 
toll. We believe that many Irishmen are 
under the illusion that this condition still 
obtains. We can find no other explana- 
tion—except sheer lunacy—for the present 
orgy of destruction. Sooner or later, how- 
ever, the most ignorant peasant who loots 
a shop or cuts a railway must face the 
inexorable fact that he has done the thing 
at his own expense. The last penny of 
the already huge bill for devastations must 
be paid by the Irish taxpayer. High 
taxes spell high prices, languishing in- 
dustry, widespread unemployment, Every 
new day of civil warfare will be respon- 
sible for its tale of emigrants and 
paupers. 

The situation imposes a double duty on 
the Irish Government. In the first place, 
the revolt must be suppressed with the 
utmost speed. It is being maintained at 
the cost of national wealth which is 
largely irreplaceable. If it is allowed to 
persist, it will drain the country’s life- 
blood to the point of utter exhaustion. 
So long as lawlessness is rampant, the 
work of reconstruction cannot be begun ; 
Parliament and people will be unable to 
address themselves to the tasks of 
progress. Money spent now on the pur- 
suit of victory will be a wise economy if 
it curtails the campaign of ruin, In the 
next place, the victory must be complete. 
The essential need now is that, when the 
fighting ceases, it shall have ceased once 
for all, and that the people’s authority 
shall be vindicated beyond the slightest 
shadow of doubt. If the result is incon- 
clusive it will be a barren result. The 
word “compromise” has a pleasant sound 
for war-weary men and women ; but what 
compromise is possible in the present case? 
One will must prevail—that of the people 
who are eager to build a new Ireland on 
the foundations of their new freedom, or 
that of the men who will not be appeased 
until those foundations are wrecked. 
There can be no real peace until this 
vital issue has been decided. It is for 
the mutineers to say whether it shall be 
decided with or without further bloodshed 
and destruction; but, if Ireland is to 
be saved, the people must win, The cost 
of victory may be heavy, but it could not 
be half so heavy as the cost of defeat. 


Palestine. 


At yesterday's final session of the 
League of Nations’ Council in London the 
mandates for Palestine were ratified 
formally, Henceforward Britain will be 
responsible for the administration of 
Palestine, while Syria will be under the 
wing of France. Neither mandate was 
ratified without a certain amount of 
opposition. In regard to Syria the 
Italian representative raised serious 
obligations concerning not only matters 
of *commercial preference, but also 
the concession of special privilege to 
Italian schools and kindred institutions

The Austrian Krone. 


The fate of Austria is hanging by a 
thread. A few weeks ago the krone stood 
at about 100,000 to the pound sterling. 
A few days ago a pound fetched 165,000 
kronen ; to-morrow it may fetch 200,000, 
or even more. Austrian currency, like 
that of Russia, has ceased to have any 
real value at all, The Government; has 
been doing its utmost to check the down- 
ward movement. It has reformed taxa- 
tion; it has levied a forced Joan on the 
people; it has created a new note- 
issuing bank which is backed by foreign 
currencies. Yet all its efforts have been 
fruitless, and the krone continues to fall, 
Unless Austria can raise a foreign loan of 
at least £10,000,000 there seems to be 
little hope of ‘her rescue from final 
ruin. At present she is forced to import 
more than one-third of her food supplies 
from Jugo-Slavia, Hungary, Rumania, 
and America, Eighty per cent. of Vienna’s 
meal comes from Hungary; ninety per 
cent, of her sugar must be bought in 
Czecho-Slovakia: Virtually all Austria’s 
coal is imported from foreign, and often 
hostile, countries; and while, when the 
value of the krone was reasonably low, 
she was able to managé to ,pay for her 
imports, she cannot possibly hope to pay 
for them now when it is worth far less 
than a cigarette paper. The Allies are 
reported to be willing to forego their lien 
on Austrian assets for a period of twenty 
years in order that the country may have 
a chance to get on its legs again. A year 
ago sueh action might have had the 
desired effect. To-day there is but a 
slender hope of its success. 


Wireless Lessons. 


There seems to be no limit to the possi- 
bilities of the new “wireless broadcast- 
ing” system. The latest idea comes from 
Hastings. A schcolmaster in that ancient 
town was so much impressed recently by 
the clarity of diction with which songs and 
speeches were being “broadcasted’’ from 
the Paris Eiffel Tower that he promptly 
wrote to the wireless authorities asking 
them if they could arrange to have French 
lessons added to their daily programme. 
There is at least a possibility that in 
the near future British schoolboys may 
be able to get their French tuition direct 
from Paris. The plan opens up a wide 
prospect. If French can be learned from 
Paris, German can be taught to Irish 
schoolboys from Berlin, or, if they are par- 
ticular about their accents, from Hanover, 
while Shakespeare’s tongue can be heard 
in the classrooms of every village school 
on the Continent. Schoolboys of different 
countries will be able to converse with 
one another daily. Frontiers will disap- 
pear altogether, and university students 
will be able to listen to the lectures of 
all the greatest professors in Europe at 
their will. Mr, J. J. Walsh, the Irish 
Postmaster-General, is an enthusiastic 
champion of the Gaelic language. Pos- 
sibly, the day may not be far off when 
students in Dublin schools will be able to 
“listen in” to the conversations of the 
fishermen in the Blaskets,

LABOUR TROUBLES IN 
AMERICA. 


ADDRESS TO DUBLIN 
ROTARIANS. 


America is confronting two serious problems 
at the present time— the coal strike and the 
railway strike, said the Rev. John Ryan, Pro- 
fessor of Moral Theology and Industrial Ethics. 
at Washington University, speaking at a meet- 
ing of the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, 

The normal output of the American 
mines was 800,000,000 tons a year. The 
amount consumed last year was 520,000,000 tons 
of soft coal, The average wage of the coal 
labourer was 73 dollars a day, but when it was 
known that the men only worked some 200 days 
in the year the w was not so high as it 
looked on the face of it. 

Nine-tenths of the workers were organised, 
and for some time attempts had been made by 
the Labour Board to settle disputes on the 
railways and on the coalfields, and there were 
great hopes now that, despite the reaction of 
side groups, all would be well in the end. He 
believed that if those who set up the Labour 
Board understood the situation properly they 
would not have the present condition of affairs. 

The American mining problem was very 
serious, inasmuch as there were two vital points 
to be dealt with—the over development and the 
over population of the mining areas. He was of 
opinion that a National Tribunal should be set 
up, where capital and labour should endeavour 
to meet each other in an impartial and Me 
able manner. Up to the present the labour 
element had a grievance against the constitu- 
tion of the Arbitration Boards, and he believed 
that there was some ground for it. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to 
Father Ryan. 

The members welcomed back Mr. William A. 
McConnell (the Chairman), who has just re- 
turned from the International Congress of 
Rotarians at Los Angeles, California. Mr. 
McConnell, in replying, said that they would 
all be glad to hear that Rotarianism were em- 
all be glad to hear that Rotarianism was now 
embraced in a single constitution.

that he himself had not so interpreted it. 
It was, moreover, impossible. for a single 
Minister, not a member of the Cabinet, to 
give a pledge binding upon a future House 
of Commons. At the Conference itself 
Canadian statesmien had expressly dis- 
claimed any desire to interfere with our 
domestic policy. The speech was greatly 
appreciated by the opponents of the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas declared that, as the 
removal of the embargo was bound to 
benefit the English consumer, he would 
unhesitatingly support the resolution. 
Mr. Churchill, in windin g up the debate, 
did not profess to speak for the Govern- 
ment.

The resolu- 
tion for the removal of the embargo was 
carried by 247 to 171.

Nevertheless, it is apparently not the inten- 
tion to deal exhaustively in London with the 
Graeco-Turkish peace problem. 

With regard to the Tangier question, pre- 
liminary exchanges of view will take place be- 
tween the French and British Prime Ministers. 
It is more than likely that this particular pro- 
blem, which is of a very technical nature, will 
be referred to a committee of English, French, 
and Spanish experts for mature consideration. 


At the request of the British Government, 
the question of Austria will also be considered.

WHAT THE LEAGUE HAS. 


ACCOMPLISHED. , 


The concluding session of the Council of the 
League of Nations was held in public at St. 
James's Palace, S. W., yesterday afternoon, 
when the members discussed and formally rati- 
fied the Palestine and Syrian mandates. 

M. Viviani, France, said that it was a very 
solemn and important day for the League. The 
League had already achieved many great 
labours, but to-day it had accomplished one of 
the greatest of them. 

The Earl of Balfour said that he found a pro- 
found ignorance among the people, who ought 
to be better informed as to what the. League 
had done, and what it was doing. Palestine 
might now be regarded as settled so far as the 
League of Nations was concerned. He asked 
them not to think that the Italian crisis had 
had any effect upon the Palestine mandate. 80 
far as the League was concerned, they had seen 
the last of the prolonged delay which had oc- 
curred since the first mandate policy was 
started, and that stage of international rela- 
tions was finished. | 

They might say from that time onwards that 
neither the Council of the League nor the As- 
sembly would be required to consider questions 
relating either to the Palestine or the Syrian 
mandates. Their wish was that the ancient 
rights of these countries should be carried on 
with decency. A new condition of prosperity 
would open under the new régime.

SERIOUS BLOW 
IRELAND. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. William Shaw moved :— 

“That this House is of opinion that the 
time has arrived when the embargo on the im- 
portation of Canadian cattle should re- 
moved.” :

“That this House, while taking note of the 
recommendations of the recent Royal Commis- 
sion, is of opinion that it would be inadvisable 
to repeal or to alter the Diseases of Animals 
Act, 1896, for the following reasons: — That this 
legislation has given a measure of security and 
stability to stockbreeding unknown under the 
conditions which prevailed before thas legisla- 
tion was passed; that there is severe depression 
in agricu ture, which any interference with 
existing legislation would tend to aggravate, 
and that the opinion of the Royal Commission 
is definite that the interests of the consumers 
are not involved in this question, the effect of 

mission or non-admission of Canadian 
cattle on the price of meat being in their 
view immaterial. (Laughter.) 

He pointed out that the present law operated 
not only against Canada, but against all other 
countries. The agitation for the removal of 
the embargo was merely a newspaper “stunt,” 
started by Lord Beaverbrook, which had de- 
veloped into a veritable hurricane, and the 
movers of the motion came and posed there as 
the “orphans of the storm.” (Laughter.) 

Captain Elliott, in seconding, contrasted the 
hon. member’s erie | summary of the situa- 
tion with the flapdoodle of the bustings which 
had emanated from the movers of the resolu- 
tion. We knew no more of foot-and-mouth 
disease than we did in 1896, and it would be 
folly to abandon the present practical protec- 
tion of 400 millions worth of stock. 


THE GOVERNING ISSUE. 
SOLEMNITY OF THE PROMISE. 


Mr. Asquith said that the governing issue 
could be stated in a few words. He had not 
the disposition, even if he had the competence 
and capacity, to follow the hon. member who 
had just spoken in his extremely able exposi- 
tion of the technical aspects of the question.
